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Insects and Practical Economy 

It is not the $500,000 a vear which the bill 
yould give the Secretary of Agriculture to 
control emergency insect infestations in the 
national forests that makes the Englebright 
pill in Congress interesting to manufacturers of 
chemical agents to combat the insects which 
ied on herb, bush. and tree. The sum would 
buy considerable insecticide, but not enougn co 
simulate extraordinary productive efforts m 
arsenical or coaltar circles. But, the bill is evi- 
dence of a recognition of the necessity of being 
prepared to wage war on insect pests. The 
interest of manufacturers of insecticides would 
profitably be directed to a consideration of 
means of spreading this recognition. 

The national forests occupy but a small por- 
tion of the area in the United States, which is 
subject to the ravages of destructive insects. 
For every one insect that prevs upon a forest 
tree there are half a dozen of, at least, equal 
voracity, Which raid the farmer's fields and 
orchards year after year. And their number 
increases constantly, with a mounting of the 
aggregate damages done, so that quite reason- 
ably may the unsatisfactory economic position 
of the agriculturist be attributed in considerable 
degree to the ravaging visits of bug and worm. 

If it is worth $500,000 a vear to guard the 
national forests against insect infestations- 
and there can be no doubt of the justification 
of the expense-——surely it is worth many times 
that amount to protect the cotton and the corn. 
the apple and the orange, the lowly potato and 
its showy cousin, the tomato, from: the enemies 
which set at naught the labors of planting and 
cultivating. The farmer should know this 
ves, indeed, he should, and doubtless he does. 
But he has other things to think of. The pro 
moters of the sale of this and that see to it that 
he is kept thinking of that which thev can 
supply. And he buys that—and then he has 
no money for paris grecn, or cresolic spray , OF 
whatever may be the thing he needs to assure 
the full fruition of his acres. 

\ccording to the farmer’s almanac, this is 
planning time and preparing time. For the 
manufacturer of agricultural insecticides, it is 
planting time, the time for careful sowing of 
advice and suggestion, that the farmer may 
buy what he has to sell and harvest the where- 
withal with which to buy the things whech 
others would sell. It is an interesting and 
profitable experiment in economics thus to 
show the farmer how his present dollar can be 
spent twice. 

Denaturant Critics Again Noisy 
Much noise is again being made in oppo 
‘ition to the use of poisonous substances 
lor the denaturing of industrial alcohol. 
When the latest attempt to make industrial 
alcohol safe for those who prefer it to pro- 
hibition js analyzed, little besides noise is 
discoverable in ‘it, But, as noise is one of 
the greatest disturbers of industrial, as 
Well as individual, peace it would be well 
or industrial consumers of alcohol to take 
Such steps as may be necessary to quiet the 
clamor that has been set up in Congress. 
The words of those who think as they 
(professedly, at least) are sufficient 
tad disseminators of publicity and law- 
making representatives of the public into 


action without troubling to ascertain the 
facts. These stirring pleas, in fact, bring 
forgetfulness in matters of even the most 
common knowledge. When they are 
sounded with all the volume of war’s thun- 
ders, with all the solemnity of aroused 
righteousness, they must be answered, 
whatsoever the piffle of which they are 
composed, 

Comes now a physician, vested with the 
powers of Federal lawmaker, and there 
tore doubly endowed with industrial under 
standing and breadth of vision, to say-—and 
to ask the nation to say with him-——that the 
denaturing of alcohol shall be done with 
nothing other than pyridin, malachite green, 
or diethyl phthalate. “These things, he con- 
tends, are good enough for other countries: 
they should suffice for something or an 
other in the United States, where—he for- 
gets—unique reason exists for the exercise 
of ingenuity in making denatured alcoho! 
potable. Vhe Bureau of Prohibition has 
tried all the denaturants which this latest 
expert recommends, and it has discarded 
them as unsatisfactory. 

Apparently this advocate of a change in 
the official policy relative to denaturing al 
cohol is not satished that his suggestion is 
quite sufficient. He must be given credit 
for trying to see the other side; for he has 
introduced a second bill in which he would. 
first, prohibit the use of methanol as a de- 
naturant and require that denaturants shall 
be “nontoxic or nonpoisonous in their na- 
ture,” and then would provide for the spe 
cial needs of industry as follows: 

That whenever any industry requires a poison, 
as wood alcohol or any other poison, to denature 
alcohol for the needs and requirements of its 
own business or industry, it shall select its own 
formula, submit it to the National Prohibition 
Bureau for approval, and, thereupon when = ap- 
proved, shall have the alcohol denatured in con- 
formity with its needs either in the denaturing 
plant of the Government or in its own business 
establishment, supervised by agents or represen- 
tatives of the Government of the United States. 

If there is anything other than words 
and plenty of them—in that suggestion, its 
presence is not set forth with any special 
clarity. 

Much is being said in many places about 
the nature of denaturants authorized for the 
production and sale of industrial aleohol in 
other countries. Some of this is not exactly 
true, especially that which is said about 
other countries not using methanol; for 
methanol is the most widely used denatur- 
ant in practically all countries. In fact, the 
amount of methanol required in denatured 
alcohol in several couttries is as much as 
20 or 30 percent: while + percent is the 
usual requirement in the United States 
Such statements should not be allowed to 
go unchallenged. The Bureau of Pro 
hibition contemplates the publication of in 
formative facts relative to the denaturing 
of alcohol. The bureau is somewhat busy 
with other matters at the present time, be- 
Cause of congressional demands, and indus- 
try cannot afford to wait for this official ex- 
position of its needs. It must speak for 
itself. 

It is likely that some of the suggestions 


for making denatured alcohol smell bad and 
taste bad are made in good faith, but with 
a contusion of completely denatured alcoho! 
of the sort that might be called mechanical 
alcohol, and specially denatured, or indus- 
trial, alcohol. Nobody, with the exception 
of those who want to drink the stuff, cares 
much about what is put into completely de- 
natured alcohol for mechanical use, as long 
as the denaturant does not eat holes in the 
cooling system of an automobile or produce 
a pyrotechnic display when the alcohol is 
burned. [-verybody interested in the indus 
trial use of alcohol, however, must care 
what is used to produce the denatured alco 
hol which he requires. He must get an al- 
cohol that fits his needs; a poison is less 
likely to be objectionable than a color or a 
malodorous component. 

A denaturant must actually denature- 
not that pure alcohol would not satisfactor- 
ily serve all purposes of industry, but be- 
cause it is nonsense to expect pure alcohol 
to be allowed for tax-free use, and the tax 
which would be necessary to cover the ex- 
pense of guarding pure alcohol in transit or 
in storage would be an absolute prohibition 
of its industrial use. A denaturant must be 
difficult to separate from the alcohol ‘This 
is why the frequently suggested solid sub- 
stances, oils, and the like are not satisfac- 
tory. .\ denaturant must be free from 
characteristics which require expensive 
operations to purify the products made with 
the use of the denatured alcohol. Of course, 
a denaturant must not have such chemical 
activity as will defeat the purpose for which 
the alcohol ts employ ed; nor can it be so 
costly as to be commercially impracticable. 

To meet these requirements is not the 
~iuple matter that the reformers of dena 
turing practice seem to believe it to be 
Ilence the usual emptiness of their volum 
inously wordy criticisms, and the inevi 
tableness of the conclusion that their efforts 
are not sincere. The noise they make, how 
ever, is a real disturbance, and it must be 
put down.

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Alcohol Users Object 
To Double Regulation 


Supervision by Department of 
Justice Regarded as 


Impracticable 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23, 1930. 

A group of representatives of indus- 
trial aleohol consumers met here to- 
day with James M. Doran, Commis- 
sioner of Prohibition, and later with 
(;. Aaron Youngquist, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, to discuss pending legis- 
lation to transfer the bulk of the Bu- 
reau of Prohibition to the Department 
of Justice. 

Before conferring with the officials, 
the trade representatives met at the 
offices of H. E. Howe, of the American 
Chemical Society, and discussed the 
provisions of the bill designed to ef- 
fect the transfer of prohibition en- 


forcement. At this meeting and in 
conferences after they had seen the 
officials, the trade representatives 


were joined by Washington represen- 
tatives of producers and consumers of 
industrial aleohol. The latter group 
will co-operate in the preparation of 
a brief in opposition to the bill. 


While the conferences were veiled 
With strictest secrecy, it is known 
that the trade representatives object 


to the provisions in the administration 
bill, introduced by Representative 


William Williamson of South Dakota, 
whereby the permit system would be 
under joint control of the Treasury 


Department and the Department of 


Justice. Although leaving industrial 
aleohol and medicinal spirits control 
nominally in the Treasury Depart- 


ment, this bill gives the Attorney- 
General joint authority with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to draw and 
promulgate all regulations and pro- 


vides that all permit applications may 
be required to be sent to the Attor- 
ney-General for investigation and ap- 
proval before action is taken by the 
Treasury Department. 


Officials Favor Bill 


Little hope of securing any amend- 
ments to these provisions is evident, 
as the Williamson bill was drafted by 
hoth departments at the suggestion of 
the Law Enforcement Commission, 2nd 
it has been openly endorsed by both 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the 
Attorney-General.

Opposition Is Explained 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 24, 1930 
On Friday, the day following the 
conterences, the group issued a state- 
ment saying that they conferred with 
Commissioner Doran and _ Assistant 
Attorney General Youngquist regard- 
ing the Williamson bill, referring to 
themselves simply as a group identified 
with industry and science. Harrison 
E. Howe, through whose office the 
statement was issued, explained that 
the group first met as the Industrial 
Advisory Council, but then dissolved 
into an informal group to discuss the 
Williamson bill.

Drug Distribution 
Survey Uncertain 


Job of Making Check of Stores 
In St. Louis Too Big 
For Facilities

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23, 1930. 
The proposed survey of drug dis- 


tribution in St. Louis to be made by 
the Department of Commerce was 
brought but little nearer reality by a 
conference of a score of interested per- 
sons in Washington this week. 

Lack of sufficient enthusiasm on the 
part of both the trade and the de- 
partment was evident; although no 
one opposed the survey, and its pos- 
sibility is still being considered. While 
the department would furnish execu- 
tives and some facilities, the bulk of 
the work would have to be financed 
by the trade, and estimates of the cost 
run from $20,000 to $50,000. The De- 
partment of Commerce is anxious to 
make some distribution survey in the 
drug trade, but is not yet convinced 
that the best project is a general sur- 
vev of St. Louis drug store costs and 
methods, as has been suggested. 

The conterence here was arranged 
largely through the efforts of Robert 
L. Lund, vice-president of the Lambert 
Pharmacal Companv St. Louis, who is 
anxious to assist the proposed survey. 
It was attended by representatives of 
drug manufacturers, wholesalers, and 
retailers, St. Louis druggists, and of- 
ficials of the Department of Commerce. 
The department is completing publica- 
tion of results in a survey of the gro- 
eery distributing costs and methods in 
Louisville, Ky., and it was suggested 
that the same machinery and methods 





be transferred to the St. Louis drus 
trade 
Method Not at Hand 
All agree that scientific studies of 


wholesale and retail selling methods in 
the drug trade would be of benefit in 
lowering and increasing sales 
and profits, but the method of makin:s 
such studies presented problems, DtIs- 
tribution experts of the department ce- 
elared that they were net particularly 
interested in studies of single corm- 
modities but that they wished te cover 
certain services, namely, the whole- 
sale druggists’ services, cr the retail 
drug store as a whole,and not simply 
the prescription department. This 
would mean including rubber goods 
electrical supplies, fountain goods, and 
many other classes of commodities 
Furthermore, it was pointed out that, 
while the average grocery store carres 
from 600 to 900 items, a drug store in- 
ventory would contain perhaps 20,000,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23, 

The right of a petroleum company 
to claim a trademark in the color of 
its gasoline was denied today in a de- 
cision of William A. Kinnan, First As- 
sistant Commissioner of Patents. in an 
appeal brought by the General Pe- 
troleum Corporation, San Francisco.

Recognizing that the use of color 
alone had consistently been denied 
registration as a trademark on many 


articles, the company sought to regis- 
ter the violet color of its gasoline as 
a trademark because of the peculiar 
nature of the product which permitted 
of no other form of identification This 
was denied on the ground that tne 
public would not recognize color as a 
trademark in view of the fact that 
many gasolines on the market are col- 
ored for other reasons, such as by the 
addition of elements to improve their 
quality. It was pointed out that Tydol 


gasoline is green, Esso is red, Sun 
gasoline is blue, and other companies 
use these and other colors in their 


gasoline, but these colors are not con- 


sidered trademarks and their exclu- 
sive use is not appropriated by any 
one company.

While buying showed no im- 
provement and inquiry was also lack- 
ing, stocks on hand and conditions at 
the primary market were such as to 
hold the market and maintain prices 
to their full asking levels. 

Ester.—Both the pale and dark 
grades were subject to open cutting 
last week. Buying was routine 
throughout and chiefly confined to 
quantities for immediate use. 

Kauri.—Brown kKauris were quite 
strong, while the remainder of the 
line was steady. The market con- 
tinued to show converse characteris- 
tics, with the spirit soluble gums 
from the angle of demand, and sellers 
anticipate continued price firmness 
over the next few weeks. Supplies of 
this gum received into store at Auck- 
land for the first eleven months of 
1929 were 3,819 tons, or 61 tons over 
the 1928 period and 333 tons more than 
1927.

Tankear prices were low- 
ered and barrel prices were advanced. 
The casein market was extremely 
quiet, but prices were holding fairly 
well other than a slight weakening of 
position in the French market. Min- 
eral whites were subject to spasmodic 
demand, but shading was not appar- 
ent. 

Casein.—The markets both here and 
abroad were very quiet last week.

General conditions did not show 
mi change during the week, the pre- 


vailing tone in the South being steady 
to firm, although in the Memphis mar- 
ket for seed and meal prices showed 
irregularity as a result of speculative 
operations, traders there in some cases 
apparently being inclined to lean to en- 
tertain bearish views at times. In the 
Southeast prices were generally well 
maintained, however, and the same ap- 
plied to Southwestern portions of the 
cotton belt. 

There were reports from the South- 
east of an increase of offerings of off- 
color meal. This development was not 
unexpected and was attributed to the 
rather prolonged stretch of unfavorable 
we r conditions in many sections 
during the fall and early winter. Trade 
in meal was generally quiet so far as 
demand frome domestic consumers was 
concerned, 





Otterings of seed apparently failed 
to show the increase that some had 
been looking for during the current 





mon In the Southeast quotations 
on seed ranged from $33 to $36 per ton, 
according to quality and location, while 
meal was quoted at $30 to $31 per ton 
for 7 percent. Quotations on 43 per- 
cent cake and meal in the Southwest 
were 339 to $40 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Operations in the market here for 
refined cottonseed oil futures were on 
a smaller scale last week, traders in 
some instances being inclined to hold 
off and await further developments in 
the situation after the recent advance, 
especialy as to the attitude of holders 
of crude in the South. Also there was 
a disposition to scan the news in re- 


gard to the course of American trade 
in general. 
Although improvement in some 


branches of business has been reported 
of late, trade in general is still slow. 
Building has not increased in the way 
that had been expected and reports in 
regard to collections in many parts of 
the country have been the reverse of 
encouraging, while speculation in cot- 


ton and other commodities remains 
narrow, outside public participation, 
for one reason or another, being no- 


ticeably small. 


Che trend of refined oil futures was 
downward in the main, although the 
market occasionally displayed firmness 
in company with other speculative 
commodities. But local and other 
traders in some cases were inclined to 
take profits after the recent upturn. 
Also the short interest had apparently 
been reduced. Reports from the South 
seemed to indicate that holders of seed 
and crude oil in some sections were 
mor inclined to sell. Southern mar- 
kets were quieter, buyers of erude in 
being disposed to reduce

Export 
trade in lard was reported as quiet and 
clearances of that commodity from this 
port for foreign countries rather 
small. Shipments of lard from all ports 
in the United States during the first 
18 davs of January were 39,645,000 
pounds against 56,435,000 pounds in 
the same time last year.

sued a report on the ginning of cotton 
to January 16. It put the quantity 
sinned at 14,187,779 bales These fig- 
ures were smaller than had _ been 
expected and had a_ tendency to 


strengthen the impression existing in 
some quarters that the December gov- 
ernment estimate of the cotton crop 
for the current season, 14,919,000 bales, 
was too high. More than 500,000 
bales, it is contended, will have to be 
ginned during the remainder of the 
ginning season, which ends March 21, 
to make the government crop estimate 
good. The ginning for the period 
ended January 16 this year, however, 
compared with 13,888,972 bales up to 
the same date last season and 12,501,- 
447 bales in the corresponding period 
two years ago. 

Reports from the South in regard to 
prospects for the next cotton crop 
were still generally unfavorable, al- 
though advices from the Southeast 
stated that there was a better feeling 
among planters in that section owing 
to a reduction in prices for fertilizers. 
Farm work, however, in many parts of 
the belt is declared to be far behind 
owing to frequent storms and abnor- 
mally low temperatures much of the 
time since last fall. The soil in some 
sections is said to be frozen hard. An 


official report stated that field work 
was largely at a standstill in the cot- 
ton belt, although some plowing was 
accomplished last week in the more 
Eastern section. Temperatures of 2 
degrees below zero to 18 above were 


reported at many points in the South 
last week. According to some in the 
trade here, these low temperatures, 
although they delay farm work, are 
beneficial so far as weevil are con- 


cerned, as many of the pests are be- 
lieved to have been destroyed 
Local and other longs in March 


liquidated. Refiners were credited 
with sales of July. There was switch- 
ing from March to July at 40 points 
difference and to May at 20 points 
On the decline in prices, however, 
shorts covered and their purchases, 
together with more or bull sup- 
port, caused a rally in which most of 
the loss was recovered, closing prices 
on Friday being 2 to 3 points lower as 
compared with the final quotations of 
the previous Saturday. Much of the 
buying was due to a bullish govern- 
ment report on hogs, showing that 
stocks on the farms of the United 
States on January 1 were 52,600,000 
head or 4,280,000 smaller than on the 
same date last year and 8,017,000 less 
than two years ago.

A. P. I. Will Study 


Coatings for Pipelines 


The American Petroleum Institute 
has indicated its desire to undertake a 
study of protective coatings for pipe- 
lines in co-operation with manufactur- 
ers of coatings and the (‘Bureau of 
Standards. 

It is the bureau’s understanding that 
the purpose of the proposed study is 
not to compare individual coatings but 
to determine the engineering principles 
upon which the selection of protection 
for pipelines should be based. It is 
proposed that approximately ten types 
or classes of coatings be applied to 
working oil lines laid in ‘perhaps ten

A more detailed plan of 
the proposed test was presented in the 
report of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute’s rearch associate to the sub- 
committee on production and pipeline 
corrosion at the meeting of the insti- 
tute last December. 


Standard Oil Observes 
Its 60th Anniversary 


The sixtieth anniversary of the 
founding of the Standard Oil Company 
was celebrated in Cleveland, January 
10, with more than 100 outstanding 
men in the oil industry present. John 
D. Rockefeller, unable to be pres- 
ent, sent a talking motion picture of 
himself from Ormond, Fla. 

When Pennsylvania oil was discoyv- 
ered in 1859, Mr. Rockefeller was 
among the first to realize its future, 
and in 1862, having made $17,000 profit 
from the commission business in 
Cleveland, he and his partner, Maurice 
B. Clark, invested in a refinery at 
Cleveland. He bought out Mr. Clark 
for $72,500 in 1865. The incorporation 
papers of the Standard Oil Company 
were signed January 10, 1870. 

J. Stewart Harrison, Cleveland, vice- 
president of the Standard Oil Company 
of Ohio, flew to Ormond Beach Janu- 
ary 21, carrying to Mr. Rockefelle:

Atlanta Gets Natural Gas 


Natural gas from the Monroe and 
Richland gas fields in Louisiana reached 
Atlanta January 21, marking the com- 
pletion of the Southern Natural Gas 
Corporation's main pipeline, one of the 
longest single high-pressure natural 
gas transmission lines yet built.

White, president of the corporation, 
opened the valve for “blowing out” the 
last section of the line, which is con- 
structed from Louisiana through Mis- 
sissippi and the Birmingham district 
to Alabama.

With Representative William I. Siro- 
vich, a New York physician, repeating 
his declaration that there are better 
denaturants than methanol. He has in- 
troduced two bills on the subject. One 
would provide that only pyridin, mala- 
chite green, or diethyl phthalate might 
be used as denaturants, while the other, 
a later bill, amends the prohibition act 
by prohibiting the use of methanol and 
provides that the term “denaturant’— 
t shall mean only such chemicals 
and drugs that are non-toxic or non- 
poisonous in their nature, that shall give 
warning by taste or odor of their prcs- 
ence; that must be extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, to separate from the alco- 
hel; and that shall be of such nature that 
will not interfere with industrial proc- 
esses where alcohol is essential as a raw 


material. That whenever such  non- 
poisonous ingredients shall be used and 
denatured accordingly, it shall be mixed 


with traces of essential oils such as one- 
tenth of 1 per centum of turpentine or 
pure lavender oil; or the use of oil of 
pine, camphor, borneol, camphor oil, euca- 
Iyptus oil, pine tar, and so forth, these 
complex oil compounds being of an odor- 
iferous and disagreeable nature but of 
themselves non-poisonous, and when put 
in units of one hundred gallons of ethyl 
alcohol will not only remain with the al- 
cohol under manipulative treatment, but 
will so mar the concoction in which they 
may be employed that nobody can con- 
sume it Knowingly. That whenever any 
industry requires a poison, as wood aleo- 
hol or any other poison, to denature 
alcohol for the needs and requirements of 
its own business or industry, it shall se- 
lect its own formula, submit it to the 
National Prohibition Bureau for approval, 
and, thereupon when approved, shall have 
the alcoho! denatured in conformity with 
its needs either in the denaturing plant of 
the government or in its own business 
establishment, supervised by agents or 
representatives of the Government of the 
United States. 


The house committee on the judi- 
ciary is considering two bills intro- 
duced by Representative Charles A. 
Christopherson of South Dakota, one 
to define slight or casual violations of 
the prohibition law, for which the pen- 
alties of a felony would not be imposed, 
and the other providing for the trial 
of minor cases before United States 
Commissioners. 


Complete Transfer Possible 


A distinct disposition to transfer to 
the Department of Justice the entire 
prohibition administration, including 
control of the permit system, was 
manifest Friday at the second hearing 
by the house committee on expendi- 
tures on the bill introduced by its 
chairman, Representative William Wil- 
liamson of South Dakota, to divide this 
work. 

While the Williamson bill would 
leave the permit system in the Treas- 
ury Department and place the enforce— 
ment work under the Attorney-General, 
it provides that the Department of Jus- 
tice shall join in drawing regulations 
‘and shall have a veto power over 
granting permits. More than half the 
members of the committee asked ques- 
tions today, indicating that they 
would favorably consider a proposal 
to transfer all prohibition work to the 
Attorney-General. 

The committee today heard G. Aaron 
Youngquist, Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in charge of prohibition and in- 





ternal revenue prosecutions. He de- 
fended not only the general idea of 
the Williamson bill, but the details of 
its present wording. While he ap- 
peared to be not very familiar with 
the needs of alcohol-using industries 


and the workings of the permit system 
and several times reminded the com- 
mittee that he has held his post for 
only two months, he insisted that legit- 
imate business would not be unduly 
hampered by this joint control feature. 


Asked the direct question why the 
Department of Justice wanted a veto 
power over the control of legitimate 


alcohol, Mr. Youngquist replied that if 
the Department of Justice assumes the 
responsibility for enforcement it must 
have authority over all possible sources 
of illegal beverages, even though in 
practice most of the administrative 


work relating to permits is done by 
another agency. On the other hand, 
he said, the permit system requires 


laboratories, chemists and many tech- 
nical matters foreign to law enforce- 
ment, which had better be left in the 
Treasury Department. Many members 
expressed the fear that with divided 
authority there might be lax super- 
vision but much friction between the 
two departments, but the statement 
was secured from the Assistant Attor- 
ney-General that with the veto privi- 


love eiven it the Denartment of Justice 
would consider it its responsibility to 
vee that there are no diversions of per-

Diversion Still Suspected

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Varnish Gum Freight 
Changes Are Opposed 


CHICAGO, Jan. 23, 1930 

Representatives of American Paint 
and Varnish Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion members met at the Palmer House 
here today and went on record as op 
posing solidly the proposed changes of 
the carriers in classification ratings of 
varnish gums and _  “°roofir cement 
They also went into details of plan- 
ning their opposition for presentation 
before the carriers’ classification com- 
mittee the following day. 

It was stated by KE. A. Leveille, 
chairman of the association's traffie 
committee, that the ratings suggested 
involve important increases in trans- 
portation rates in both car lot and 
less than car lot movement of all of 
the natural resins. The action of the 
carriers’ committee, he said, apparently 
has resulted from a decision of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission in- 
volving rates on synthetic gums, but 
neither the decision in that case nor 
the classification elements surrounding 
the natural resins support the in- 
creases suggested, he stated. 

The carriers’ committee is said to 
propose advancing ratings on the 
gums 30 percent from third class to 
second when in less than car lots, and 
from the present rating of fourth-class 
to rule 26 when in car lot quantities 
of 30,000 pounds or more, an increase 
of some 14 percent. 

The manufacturers’ representatives 
also planned active opposition to the 
southern lines’ suggestion for increas- 
ing roofing cement rates from sixth 
to fourth class.

Amyl  Salicylate.—Seasonable de- 
mand has been very fair of late, sup- 
porting the generally firm position of 
the market on spot and lending a more 
active aspect to the local situation. 
No competition was reported. 

Amy! Acetate.—High degree of sta- 
bility in price was reported for this 
article. The leading producer of pen- 
tane amyl acetate has kept a level set 
ot prices for a number of months. 
Sales were said to have been somewhat 
smaller in the recent past but recently 
a moderate pickup has been indicated. 

Antipyrine..-Demand has been less 
active. Stocks appeared to be some- 
what more ample and hence the mar- 
ket has assumed a rather easier under- 
tone without undergoing further de- 
cline from the point recently reached. 
Stocks were not considered to be ex- 
cessive, however. 

Barbital.—High American valuation 
has tended to keep this article higher 
in price than would have prevailed 
did the customs authorities take as the 
base for duty computations the lowest 
quotations at which the domestic 
manufacturers would sell large quan- 
tities.

Prices seemed 
to be generally steady due to the main- 
tenance of a tirm raw material market 
and the lessening of resale competition 
that at times in the past has contrib- 
uted most of the occasional unsettle- 
inent of the market locally. 

Iron Reduced.—The leading factors 
in this article indicated that ‘prices 
were well stabilized. However, move- 
ment into the hands of buyers has not 


been especially encouraging of late, 
volume showing some decline. Price 


shading was unheard of. 

Menthol.—Quotations were 15c. lower 
at $4 to $4.15 per pound according to 
quantity. This price indicated the un- 
settlement locally due to plentiful of- 
terings and a none too active call from 
manufacturing consumers. Landings 
during January have gone to a num- 
ber of importers, and the competition 
arises mainly from the fact that the 
number of sellers is rather large, even 
though actual supplies may not be ex- 
cessive in size. 

Methanol.—After o period of some 
unsettlement, the market has now as- 
sumed a quieter, more clearly-defined 
position. Sellers of denaturing grade 
are all down to the basis of 45c. per 
sallon, a quotation reached through a 
10c. reduction that caught the market 
unawares and eaused considerable 
eoncern among the refiners for a time 
A trifle unsettlement in crude prices 
has been noted during the past week. 
While 30c. may be quoted as the mar- 
ket, it was intimated that the market 
Was actually closer to 25c. With crude 
at that figure, the profit on denaturing 
grade at 45c. is said to be very small. 
Developments of important character 
in the synthetic methanol market were 
lacking. A tendency toward 9 price 
stabilization was sensed in the market, 
though how long values will remain 
undisturbed is an undetermined quan- 
lity. Talk of some uncertainty as to 
actual selling prices for natural 95 
and 97 percent methanol was heard, 
but here again the information avail- 
able rarely got beyond the point of 
being market gossip. 

Methyl Acetone.— The market for 
this article continued to be unsettled 
but not to an extent so acute and so 
clearly defined as had been the case 
recently. The fact that competing ma- 


terial has become somewhat firmer 
may have a= strengthening effect on 
methyl acetone. 

Opium.—Reduction in the opium 


quotas of those which permits in this 
country was suid to conform with the 
probabiliy of supplies of higher test 
opium being increased at the next 
crop, thereby permitting «a reduction 
in the poundage needed to supply the 
legitimate munufacturing requirements 
of users in the United States. 

Paraformaldehyde.—With raw miu- 
terial showing a somewhat steadier 
position, further changes in quotations 
‘or paraformaldehyde do not appear to 
be imminent. Business last week was 
not active but remained rather quiet 
ind confined to the needs of smaller 
buyers. 

Quinine.— Movement into consump- 
tion has been very good, especially to 
the south. Prices remained as always, 
well stabilized with only occasional 
sales being made for less than 40c. per 
ounce for sulphate. Imports in eleven 
months of the calendar year of 1929 
totalled 2,138,678 ounces of sulphate 
and 1,202,828 ounces of other cinchona 
derivatives. These figures compare 
With 1,488,848 ounces of sulphate and 
S0GB.SSS ounces of other salts noted in 
the corresponding time, 1928. 

Quicksilver.—The quantity price re- 


mained firm at $124 per flask. Some 
lots of domestic metal were under- 
stood toa have been disposed of for 


$128 to $123.50 per flask but the quan- 
tities so sold were limited in size. The 
official price at the Lausanne sales 
office of the combine remained firm. 
Silver Nitrate.--The schedule of

Drug Distribution 
Survey Is Uncertain

counting all the ingredients used for 
filling prescriptions, and that the laber 
of inventorying such items accurately 
and making cost studies 6f all of them 
would be so great that even with a 
huge force it would take months tv 
complete the field work. 

Representatives of the trade pointed 
out that studies of this géneral nature 
are being made by the Druggists Re- 
search Bureau and that it might be 
difficult to raise sufficient funds for 
this new project. Some wanted sur- 
veys of certain departments of the 
drug store only, but this suggestion 
did not meet with ready response from 
the department officials. The confer- 
ence ended with Mr. Lund authorized 
to appoint a committee for further 
study of the matter. 


Job Is Too Big 


The domestic distribution section of 
the Department of Commerce is now 
engaged in studying retailing and 
wholesaling costs and methods, as well 
as allied subjects, in several lines of 
trade, and is desirous of conducting 
some sort of inquiry in the drug busi- 
ness. The magnitude of a general sur- 
vey, even in a single city like St. Lou's, 
of all drug stores and their many items 
is recognized to be a practical obstacle 
to a survey such as that conducted fo. 
the Louisville grocery trade. 

Some idea of the ramifications of 
the proposed survey is given by a few 
of the topics suggested for incorpora- 
tion in the study: Character and buy- 
ing power of the market; classes of 
merchandise stocked by retailers of 
different sizes; turnover of each class 
and each important item; business 
done direct with manufacturers; op- 
erating costs for stores of various 
sizes; profits on each class of merchan- 
dise and important items; minimum 
sales giving profit at a given mark-uh; 
service and pricing policies; effect of 
price-cut leaders; floor plans and fix- 
ture arrangements; effect of displays; 
substitution of goods; credit practices; 
seasonal changes; methods of financ- 
ing: average retail store life; effect of 
competition between independents and 
chains; benefits of drug associations; 
mutual drug operations; causes of drug 
store failures; advertising 
effects of special sales; results of pre- 
seription business: concessions to 
physicians; prescription of  propvrie- 
turies; methods of bookkeeping and in- 
ventorying; and effects of buying on!ty 
au few lines or promiscuous buying of 
different brands.

against accepting figures without indi- 
vidual analysis, and points out that it 
is often necessary to increase the 
actual expenses of one group to reduce 
the others. The bulletin concludes:— 


There is not the least doubt that whole- 
sale druggists can do much to reduce ex 
penses through careful study and analy 
of their costs. If cost reduction is adopted 
by each house as a definite program over 
the next few years, and if this program is 
supplemented by a program of adjustment 
to the changing conditions in drug mer- 
chandising and to the changing point of 
view with respect to business policies, 
there is ample reason to predict that inde- 
pendent wholesale druggists, due to their 
strategic position in the field, will continue 
to hold their place of leadership in the 
scheme of drug distribution.

Parker P. H. S. Bill Is

Introduced in New Form 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22, 1930. 

Reorganization of the United States 
Health Service is again proposed in a 
bill introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentative James S. Parker, of New 
York, who two years ago sponsored a 
bill for this purpose, which was vetoed 

by President Coolidge. 
The present bill meets the objections 


of the veto and also those made by 
the drug trade to the original form of 
the bill in that it does not give the 
Public Health Service an opportunity 


to administer the food and drugs act 
or other governmental! activities. The 
hill recognizes pharmacy in the Public 
Hlealth Service by providing that the 
pharmacists may be commissioned the 
sume as medical officers. 


The principal object of the bill is to 
provide commissions and pay for Pub- 
lic Health Service officials similar to 


the army and navy medical corps. The 


surgeon-general would be authorized 
to assign medical officers to assist any 
government department doing public 
health work on request of the head of 


that department, and also to assign 
officers to private public health re- 
search agencies. Provision is made 
for making the advisory board for 
the Hygienic Laboratory into a na- 
tional advisory health council by the 
appointment of five additional mem- 


bers “from representatives of the pub- 
lic health profession” to advise the 
Surgeon General on all public health 
matters. 


Drug F reights Equalized 
With Chemical Schedule 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22, 1930. 


Removal of the restrictions hamper- 
ing the shipment of drugs and medi- 
cines in carloads with chemicals has 
been ordered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in a complaint 
brought by Merck & Co., Rahway, 
N. J.; Scott & Bowne, Bloomfield, N. J., 
and the American Druggists’ Syndi- 
cate, Long Island City, N. Y. 

Rates from St. Louis and _ other 
Western points to destinations in New 
York and New Jersey which are lower 
than rates from the New York region 
to the West were ordered equalized 
either by lowering the westbound rate 
or by raising the eastbound rate. The 
railroads and Western drug manufac- 
turers declared that, as many of the 
raw materials are imported, the West- 
ern manufacturers should have a con- 
cession in reaching the Eastern mar- 
kets with manufactured products, but 
the commission held that Eastern 
manufacturers are entitled to the ad- 
vantages of their location and pointed 
out that the goods of all manufac- 
turers are usually found on shelves of 
drug stores throughout the country. 

Since the line of demarcation be- 
tween drugs and chemicals is so ill de- 
fined, the commission recommended 
that the railroads provide but one tariff 
description for such classes of goods 
not given special commodity rates. 
The commission ordered an end to the 
practice of applying higher rates on 
mixed carloads of drugs, medicines and 
chemicals than those applicable on 
carload shipments consisting entirely 
of the same drugs or medicines or en- 
tirely of the same chemicals. 


Canadian Alcohol Co. 
Meeting Is Enjoined 


The annual general meeting of the 
Canadian Industrial Alcohol Company 
was prevented January 22 by a su- 
preme court injunction granted by pe-

At Flora Film Showing 


F. E. Watermeyer, president of

The tature of the exhibition was the 
showing of pictures taken in Egypt. 
Some were in natural colors; others 
were the conventional black and white. 
Irrigation of the desert lands near 
Cairo has led to the development of 
a floral culture industry that in the 
opinion of Dr. Gunther will rival that 
of Grasse, France, and which will be 
certain in the future to play an in- 
creasingly influential part in the man- 
ufacture of floral products. The 
Egytian project was started, developed, 
and still is under the direction of 
Charles Garnier, a scientist of promi- 
nence and an acknowledged authority 
in the fields of flower culture and ex- 
tractive processes. He is working in 
closest co-operation with Fritzsche 
Brothers. 

The Egyptian reels showed the pyra- 
mids and the Sphinx together with the 
colorful surroundings and life in old 
and new Cairo. Then followed shots 
of the desert under irrigation. The 
bringing of water has turned the dis- 
trict shown into a flowering paradise. 
Large acreage is devoted to the cul- 
tivation of jasamine, cassie, and rose 
flowers in addition to native species. 
The latter held much interest to the 
perfumers as they open a new field for 
artistic creation. One prominent fea- 
ture shown was the extreme height to 
which the plants grow in this district. 
Owing to high fertility, plants which 
in Europe grow to two or three feet 
in height reach a height of six or seven 
feet in the irrigated areas. The ex- 
traction plant of M. Garnier in Cairo 
was also shown in an intimate way. 
Workers were seen busy in the proc- 
esses of extraction, and close-ups made 
this portion of the Egyptian films of 
extraordinary interest. 

The films made in France showed 
the lavender culture and other floral 
developments along the Riviera as well 
as the extraction plants and the equip- 
ment for manufacturing volatile solv- 
ents. The native life of the people was 
also depicted in a way that gave an 
intimate knowledge of their habits and 
surroundings. 

The Italian films were devoted, main- 
ly, to the citrous oil industry. Close- 
ups of the machines for making oils 
were made and shown in contrast with 
others picturing the old but still used 
method of hand manufacture through 
the sponge method. The detail oper- 
ution of the machines was clearly de- 
picted, even to the extent of showing 
exactly how the machines manipulate 
the fruit. 

Interest in the Bulgarian pictures 
was keen. The films were made in 
the Valley of Roses. Cultural meth- 
ods and manufacturing processes were 
shown together with the highly pic- 
turesque countryside and the primitive 
habitations as well as practices of the 
people. 

Spain produces spike lavender, thyme, 
rosemary, pennyroyal and orange oils. 
Here again the Spanish manufacturing 
processes were photographed in a man- 
ner clearly showing the influence of 
nationality on the methods of produc- 
tion. 

Interspersed with the purely scien- 
tific shots in all reels were others that 


created atmosphere and built up the 
emotional reaction to the films. The 
barren interior of Spain and the low 
level of peasant life there; the high 


civilization of France; the contrasting 
backward, yet colorful, land of Egypt 
with her fellah’s, camels, crude agricul- 
ture, the mosques and muezzins calling 
the faithful to prayer, the native quar- 
ter of Cairo unchanged and unchanging 
for ages, and the pert, fashionable 
modern European quarter of Cairo— 
all created background and highlights 
that made the scientific parts of the 
films the more interesting and instruc- 
tive. To complete the work, a display 
of the standard samples made and ob- 
tained by Dr. Gunther was provided 
for examination by the artists present.
